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Frequently Asked Questions: 


Q: Why can't I use my iPod™ controls to select play lists and/or individual songs when it is 
plugged into the adapter? 

A: To prevent driver distraction, controls on the iPod™ are locked out when connected to the radio. 
Features such as fast forward, rewind, next track, previous track, and shuffle can be navigated 
through the radio or steering wheel controls. 


: Why don’t the song and artist titles appear on the radio display screen? 
Because of the nature of this specitic kit, song and artist titles are not displayed. 


: How dol select a song to play from my iPod ™, using my radio controls? 
Think of your iPod ™ as a super CD changer, and each play list as a “CD.” Your radio's CD 
select buttons 1 — 5 will select play list 1-5, respectively on your iPod ™. Button #6 (extreme right- 
hand) accesses all play lists. Use the “Seek/Track” button to select the song desired. 
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: What is the expected response time between turning on the radio and the iPod™ taking 
action? 
A: It can vary between | to a few seconds. 


Q: Why does the iPod ™ start up on play list 6 instead of the play list that it was originally on 
when the vehicle was turned off i.e. shut-down on play list 1, 2, 3, 4 or 5 and always starts 
back on play list 6? 

A: When you listen to e.g. play list 2, track 23 and turn the vehicle ignition off, pull the key out, come 
back start the engine the display will show CD6 track 23. That means it will play the same track as 
before in the same play list but you will see the play list 6. This is because we want to have a 
current of O Amps in non working mode of the iPod™ adapter. When you choose another play list 
you will then see the right play list. This is also described in the user manual. 


: Will the iPod ™ get charged while plugged into the vehicle? 
The iPod ™ will get charged when the ignition is in the ON or Run position. 


: Will I still be able to use my satellite radio when I have the iPod ™ adapter installed? 
Yes, The wires for satellite radio receivers are transferred and its operation is not impacted. (See 
previous chart for restrictions.) 
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Q: | have an external CD changer or Aux jack. Will | still be able to use these once the iPod ™ 
adaptor is installed? 

A: No. The iPod ™ adapter uses the same connections as the external CD changer or Aux jack. 
Note: For radios with navigation, the Aux tunction remains in place. 


Q: How long should it take to install the iPod ™ adapter, and do you need to remove the glove 
box? 
A: The iPod ™ adapter can be installed in approximately an hour by removing the radio only. 
: What model of iPod ™ does the adapter work with? (March 2008 update) 
The models are: iPod ™ 3, 4, 5, iPod Mini™, iPod Nano™, Nano3, Classic 80/160GB, iTouch, 
and iPod ™ Photo™. Note: The iPod “Shuffle™, and iPhone™ are not compatible. 


Q: If my vehicle is equipped with steering wheel controls, will I be able to seek up and down or 
mute like with my normal CD player? 
A: Yes. 


: What is the warranty on the VW iPod ™ adapter? 
It delivered at point of purchase of your new VW vehicle, it is covered by the duration of new car 
limited warranty. Otherwise, it is covered by a 12 month/12,000 mile/20,000 Kilometer limited 
warranty. 
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TIP: This iPod™ adapter is intended to be connected to VW Original Radio/Radio Navigation 
Systems with a CD changer control system, and uses the same wiring connector positions as a CD 
Changer, Aux Jack, or USB Connector. It will fit both older 1-DIN devices and new generation devices 
with a Quadlock connection. 


If you fit this iPod™ Adapter to a standard VW Radio as a Dealer Installed Accessory, or as a Factory 
installed option, the CD Changer, Aux Jack, or USB connector will be non-functioning. It is not possible 
to connect and operate two audio devices. Single input system. 


Vehicles with Radio Navigation System equipped with CD Changers, Aux Jack or USB Connectors are 
not impacted by the installation of this iPod™ adapter. Multi input system. 


Vehicles equipped with Satellite Radio Receivers (except New Beetle) — You must transfer PINs 1, 3, and 7 trom 
the factory harness connector to the iPod™ harness as stated in the instructions. Failure to do so will render the 
Satellite Radio Function inoperable. (Touareg 2 MY 2008+ without Navigation systems do not have pins 1, 
3, and 7 available. Do not attempt to install the iPod ™ adaptor kit if the vehicle has a standard radio 
without navigation. See chart below.) 


The integrated radio CD/DVD player is NOT affected by the addition of the 1KO051444 iPod™ adapter. 
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Vehicle application guide (September 2008 update). If the vehicle has satellite radio (except 
Touareg), please use iPod ISA adapter 1K0051510A instead.

NOTE: 

This iPod™ adapter 1K0051444, is not compatible with vehicles equipped with Volk-L Hands-free Bluetooth kits 
1K0051437. You would need to run a new ground for the iPod™ kit and Volkswagen does not endorse this 
work around solution. 


If you are in need of an iPod™ adapter, consider our newer accessory iPod™ ISA (iPod™ Satellite Adapter) kit part 
number 1KOO51510A. The iPod™ ISA works only with cars equipped with sat radio receivers (except 

Touareg), and can be used with a Volk-| Bluetooth kit. Volk-L Bluetooth kits can be used in conjunction with the 
factory arm rest iPod adapter. 


iPod™ ISA 1K0051510A will not impact the operation of your Aux jack if so equipped. 


It the car has a P7 radio with a Sat radio receiver, we would recommend installing a 1k0051437/1K0051437 
Bluetooth kit and 1KO051510A ISA iPod™ kit. 
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Q PRODUCT CHARACTERISTIC NOTICE: 


Apple has changed for new iPods generation starting with their launches last summer in July, to 
charging systems termed as USB Vbus at 5 volts instead of 12 volts. (12V charging = Firewire, 5V 
charging = USB). All models going forward we expect they will only support 5V charging. 


This means that iPod® ISA adapter 1K0051510A & normal Adapter 1k0051444 won't be able to 
charge the battery of these new iPod® products. This change impacts similar solution in the market tor 
competitors. All other audio and iAP functionality will still be available 


There is NO impact on vehicles with Volkswagen’s new MDI as it uses the USB 5V charging. 





Here is how products on the market are impacted: 


1) iPhone 3G - Will operate as normal, but will not charge. 

2) iPhone 2G — Will operate as normal, uses + 1 2v 

3) iPod Touch 2G - Will operate as normal, but will not charge. 

4) 1* generation iPod touch — Will operate normal, uses + 12v 

5) iPod nano 4G. Will operate as normal, but will not charge. This new nano only has +5v charging. 
6) New iPod — Will operate as normal, classic still has +12v charging . 

7) All previous iPod products — Will operate as normal 


These new conditions are product characteristics, and not Warrantable conditions! Do not file 
claims on these VW accessories, when they are being used in conjunction with these new 
generations of Apple products. 


In order to charge new iPods when in use with these VW Accessories, consumers must purchase at 
additional cost, 12V to 5V step downs, trom premium suppliers such as Scosche®. At time of writing, 
they are offering a product called passport charging adapter tor the iPhone 3G™ and the latest iPod® 
models htto://www.scosche.com/passport .

e Disconnect the battery negative terminal (ground strap) whenever you work on the fuel system or the electrical 
system.

e Any time the battery has been disconnected,onan automatic transmission vehicle, it will be necessary to 
reestablish Transmission Control Module(TCM) basic settings using the VAG.1551 Scan Tool (ST). 


e Never work under a lifted vehicle‘unless it is solidly supported on stands designed for the purpose. Do not support 
a vehicle on cinder blocks, hollow tiles or other props that may crumble under continuous load. Never work under a 
vehicle that is supported solely by a jack. Never work under the vehicle while the engine is running. 


e For vehicles equipped with an anti-theft radio, be sure of the correct radio activation code before disconnecting the 
battery or removing the>radio. If the wrong code is entered when the power is restored, the radio may lock up and 
become inoperable, even if the correct code is used in a later attempt. 


e If you are going to work under a vehicle on the ground, make sure that the ground is level. Block-the wheels to 
keep the vehicle from rolling. Disconnect the battery negative terminal (ground strap) to prevent others from 
starting the vehicle while you are under it. 


e Do not attempt to work on your vehicle if you do not feel well. You increase the danger of injury to yourself and 
others if you are tired, upset or have taken medicine or any other substances that may impair you or keep you from 
being fully alert. 


e Never run the engine unless the work area is well ventilated. Carbon monoxide (CO) kills.

Never use. these tools to tighten 
fasteners, especially on light alloy parts. Always use a torque wrench to tighten fasteners‘to the tightening torque 
listed. 


e Keep sparks, lighted matches, and open flame away from the top of the battery. If escaping hydrogen gas is 
ignited, it will ignite gas trapped in the cells and cause the battery to explode.

e When boost-charging the battery, first remove the fuses for the Engine Control Module (ECM), the Transmission 
Control Module (TCM), the ABS controfmodule, and the trip compyter. In cases.where one or more of these 
components is not separately fused, disconnect the control modute=connector(s). 


e Some of the vehicles covered by this manual are equipped with a supplemental restraint system (SRS), that 
automatically deploys an airbag in the event of a frontal impact. The airbag is operated by an explosive device. 
Handled improperly or without adequate safeguards, it can be accidentally activated and cause serious personal 
injury. To guard against personal injury or airbag system failure, only trained Volkswagen Service technicians 
should test, disassemble or service the airbag system.

Do not quick-charge the battery (for boost starting) for longer than one minute, and do not exceed 16.5 volts at the 
battery with the boosting cables attached. Wait at least one minute before boosting the battery a second time. 


Never use a test light to conduct electrical tests of the airbag system. The system must only be tested by trained 
Volkswagen Service technicians using the VAG 1551 Scan Tool (ST) or an approved equivalent. The airbag unit 
must never be electrically tested while it is not installed in the vehicle. 


Some aerosol tire inflators are highly flammable. Be extremely cautious when repairing a tire that may have been 
inflated using an aerosol tirecinflator. Keep sparks, open flame or other sources of ignition away from the tire repair 
area. Inflate and deflate.the tire at least four times before breaking the bead from the rim. Completely remove the 
tire from the rim before attempting any repair. 


e When driving or-tiding in an airbag-equipped vehicle, never hold test equipment in your hands or lap while the 
vehicle is in motion. Objects between you and the airbag can increase the risk of injury in an accident.
